Evor.y bone fracture should be 


iplinled before the patient is mo- 
ved. First-aiders should not 
at- 


lernpl lo pull on an injured exlre- 
mi'ly to set the bone. It may be 
necessary to straighten out an ex- 
tremity, if the limb is in a grotes- 
que position, but this should be 
done gently to avoid injuries to 
the arteries or nerves or further 
bone damage.

:If there is. a ' cut or lacerated 


wo.undi antiseptics should'not be 
applied, as ev»en .putting tincture of 
ibdin'e';on -a /'cut causes further da- 
mage to the "tissues. The first aid- 
er should simply cover the wound 
With" a' clean dressing. 


Following the injury, even though 
the patient is left in lhe slrcel, he 
should be made as comfortable as 
possible and covered with enough 
coats or blankets to conserve heat 
but hot too many, which might 
bring too much: blood to the sur- 
face. .

II is belter lo do 
itlle', rather than loo much, while 
vyaiting for competent aid to ar- 
ive. 


Evor.y bone fracture should be 


iplinled before the patient is mo- 
ved. First-aiders should not 
at- 


lernpl lo pull on an injured exlre- 
mi'ly to set the bone. It may be 
necessary to straighten out an ex- 
tremity, if the limb is in a grotes- 
que position, but this should be 
done gently to avoid injuries to 
the arteries or nerves or further 
bone damage.

:If there is. a ' cut or lacerated 


wo.undi antiseptics should'not be 
applied, as ev»en .putting tincture of 
ibdin'e';on -a /'cut causes further da- 
mage to the "tissues. The first aid- 
er should simply cover the wound 
With" a' clean dressing. 


>. Following the injury, even though 
the patient is left in lhe slrcel, he 
should be made as comfortable as 
possible and covered with enough 
coats or blankets to conserve heat 
but hot too many, which might 
bring too much: blood to the sur- 
face. .

II is belter lo do 
itlle', rather than loo much, while 
vyaiting for competent aid to ar- 
ive. 


Evor.y bone fracture should be 


iplinled before the patient is mo- 
ved. First-aiders should not 
at- 


lernpl lo pull on an injured exlre- 
mi'ly to set the bone. It may be 
necessary to straighten out an ex- 
tremity, if the limb is in a grotes- 
que position, but this should be 
done gently to avoid injuries to 
the arteries or nerves or further 
bone damage.

:If there is. a ' cut or lacerated 


wo.undi antiseptics should'not be 
applied, as ev»en .putting tincture of 
ibdin'e';on -a /'cut causes further da- 
mage to the "tissues. The first aid- 
er should simply cover the wound 
With" a' clean dressing. 


>. Following the injury, even though 
the patient is left in lhe slrcel, he 
should be made as comfortable as 
possible and covered with enough 
coats or blankets to conserve heat 
but hot too many, which might 
bring too much: blood to the sur- 
face. .

II is belter lo do 
itlle', rather than loo much, while 
vyaiting for competent aid to ar- 
ive. 


Evor.y bone fracture should be 


iplinled before the patient is mo- 
ved. First-aiders should not 
at- 


lernpl lo pull on an injured exlre- 
mi'ly to set the bone. It may be 
necessary to straighten out an ex- 
tremity, if the limb is in a grotes- 
que position, but this should be 
done gently to avoid injuries to 
the arteries or nerves or further 
bone damage.

:If there is. a ' cut or lacerated 


wo.undi antiseptics should'not be 
applied, as ev»en .putting tincture of 
ibdin'e';on -a /'cut causes further da- 
mage to the "tissues. The first aid- 
er should simply cover the wound 
With" a' clean dressing. 


>. Following the injury, even though 
the patient is left in lhe slrcel, he 
should be made as comfortable as 
possible and covered with enough 
coats or blankets to conserve heat 
but hot too many, which might 
bring too much: blood to the sur- 
face. .

II is belter lo do 
itlle', rather than loo much, while 
vyaiting for competent aid to ar- 
ive. 


Evor.y bone fracture should be 


iplinled before the patient is mo- 
ved. First-aiders should not 
at- 


lernpl lo pull on an injured exlre- 
mi'ly to set the bone. It may be 
necessary to straighten out an ex- 
tremity, if the limb is in a grotes- 
que position, but this should be 
done gently to avoid injuries to 
the arteries or nerves or further 
bone damage.

:If there is. a ' cut or lacerated 


wo.undi antiseptics should'not be 
applied, as ev»en .putting tincture of 
ibdin'e';on -a /'cut causes further da- 
mage to the "tissues. The first aid- 
er should simply cover the wound 
With" a' clean dressing. 


>. Following the injury, even though 
the patient is left in lhe slrcel, he 
should be made as comfortable as 
possible and covered with enough 
coats or blankets to conserve heat 
but hot too many, which might 
bring too much: blood to the sur- 
face. .

II is belter lo do 
itlle', rather than loo much, while 
vyaiting for competent aid to ar- 
ive. 


Evor.y bone fracture should be 


iplinled before the patient is mo- 
ved. First-aiders should not 
at- 


lernpl lo pull on an injured exlre- 
mi'ly to set the bone. It may be 
necessary to straighten out an ex- 
tremity, if the limb is in a grotes- 
que position, but this should be 
done gently to avoid injuries to 
the arteries or nerves or further 
bone damage.

:If there is. a ' cut or lacerated 


wo.undi antiseptics should'not be 
applied, as ev»en .putting tincture of 
ibdin'e';on -a /'cut causes further da- 
mage to the "tissues. The first aid- 
er should simply cover the wound 
With" a' clean dressing. 


>. Following the injury, even though 
the patient is left in lhe slrcel, he 
should be made as comfortable as 
possible and covered with enough 
coats or blankets to conserve heat 
but hot too many, which might 
bring too much: blood to the sur- 
face. .

These department officials now 


ihave revised their wheat /"ceding 
estimate to around 275,000,000 bush- 
els.Reporls from the field indicale 
that many farmers who own both 
wheat and livestock feel that the 
grain is too high in price to feed 
to animals, particularly in case of 
animals which will not be ready 
for market for 
several 
months. 
Such farmers are said lo fear lhat 
something may happen lo bring 
down livestock prices in the mean- 
time.

These department officials now 


ihave revised their wheat /"ceding 
estimate to around 275,000,000 bush- 
els.Reporls from the field indicale 
that many farmers who own both 
wheat and livestock feel that the 
grain is too high in price to feed 
to animals, particularly in case of 
animals which will not be ready 
for market for 
several 
months. 
Such farmers are said lo fear lhat 
something may happen lo bring 
down livestock prices in the mean- 
time. In that cvcnl,

livestock farmers would feed 
at 
least 350,000,000 bushels of wheat 
this crop year because of the shorl 
corn crop. Lasl 
year 
they fed 


about 185,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
These department officials now 


ihave revised their wheat /"ceding 
estimate to around 275,000,000 bush- 
els.Reporls from the field indicale 
that many farmers who own both 
wheat and livestock feel that the 
grain is too high in price to feed 
to animals, particularly in case of 
animals which will not be ready 
for market for 
several 
months. 
Such farmers are said lo fear lhat 
something may happen lo bring 
down livestock prices in the mean- 
time. In that cvcnl, 
the farmer 
would not get his wheat 
money 
back. 


Another factor holding down the 


volume of wheat feeding is the fact 
that many wheat producers who do 
.not feed livestock iirc holding on 
I to their grain in expectation of pos- 
'siblo higher prices next spring. By 
so doing, they limit market sup- 
plies of wheat available 10 live- 
stock producers 
and 
poultrymeii 
who buy grain for feed.

State Parole 
System Good, 
Says Brpwn 


The Arkansas parole system is 


frequently criticized but on the 
whole it is* a sound, workable plan 
for the rehabilitation of persons 
who have run afoul of the law, Lyle 
Brown, Hope atlorney and former 
prosecuting attorney of the Eighth 
Judicial Circuit, told the Rotary 
club today noon. 
Introduced on a program arran- 


ged by Thomas F. McLarty, Mr. 
Brown said: 
"About 20 years ago an under- 
sized Austrian with a moustache 
was given a long prison sentence 
in Germany for treasonable acts 
againsl his country. But within se- 
ven months some of his followers 
obtained a parole— over the bitter 
protest of the Bavarian chief of 
police, who warned thai this man ] 
would resume his attempt to over 
throw the government. 
"Everything that the Bavarian 


chief of police said about Adolf 
Hitler came true— and this is a 
case which is likened to some of 
the abuses that 
are frequently 


criticized in our 
own 
American 
Paroie System operations. But I 
want lo lalk lo you about our pa- 
role system in detail. 
"It was starled in 1841 by a Bos- 


Ion shoemaker named John Au- 
guslus. He persuaded court plficials 
to bail out prisoners in his care. 
Twenty years later Boston set up 
the first official parole system in 
America. 
"The way our Arkansas parole 


system works is this: 
"Alter a convict has served one- 


third of his senlence with a good 
record he is enlilled lo parole. 
3ut a lot has happened during his 
ime in prison, x'irsi he had to.| 
vork on 'the long line', where the 
heavy labor is. Then he was pro- 
moted to be a clerk, or barber, or I 
waiter, or guard. The enlire penal 
system of Arkansas is run on the 
trusty plan— with few paid em- 
ployes, and with few attempts to 
escape. The sysfcm 
of promo- 


tions is an incentive which gives 
prisoners something to look forward
